warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 1: 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case, 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney of Record, Mr. McGinnity submits that the Nason et al. 
reference fails to teach various limitations in the claim including "...on a per cache basis." Examiner asserts that 
performing various operations as claimed on a per cache basis is disclosed by Nason et al. in par. 56-57. The 
Examiner pointed out that the phrase "on a per cache basis" is broad and therefore is broadly interpreted. Furthermor 
Mr. McGinnity submits that neither Garcia or Nason et al. teach a crypto-processor, and contends that they merely 
teach cryptographic functions being performed, i.e. not necessarily on a cryptographic processor. Finally, Mr. 
McGinnity contends that the combination of the cited prior arts of record was improper. The Examiner will review the 
cited prior arts of record in order to determine whether or not they contain the limitations Mr. McGinnity asserts are no 
apparent when arguments are filed in an After-Final.
